£AT THE W££D5 

ON EDIBLE PLANTS BY CHABLOTTE 


The largest Fennel plants are setting 
their seeds now, so it’s time to put some away 
for the year. An import from Europe, Fennel 
is recognized by its feathery leaves, yellow 
flowers and licorice or anise smell. It is 
especially abundant near the coast. The Mis¬ 
sion Fathers loved its licorice quality and 
often spread Fennel branches on the floors of 
their churches to provide a natural Incense. 

The fragrance was released as people walked 
over and bruised the stems. Today, Italian 
and French homes are not complete without Fen¬ 
nel for both vegetable and spice. Used raw. 

Fennel stems add a delicate flavor to Waldorf 
Salads (in place of celery). The leaves are 
also used to flavor stews and other dishes. 

The licorice quality is very volatile and 
therefore makes the young Fennel stems a supreme cooked vegetable after 
boiling. Because the licorice comes out into the boiling water, it 
makes an excellent tea while leaving the cooked stems a great substi¬ 
tute for asparagus. My favorite way to serve the stems is with lemon 
and butter. Dried Fennel leaves, mixed with other dried plants, make 
my husband’s favorite wild tobacco » I usually mix half and half with 
Dock (Humex) fruits which are available now. 

Because it*s a little late to gather the young, tender Fennel 
stems, only the leaves and seeds are useful in the Fall.’’ Here’s a 
great but simple Divinity recipe for the seeds: Boil as many leaves 
as will fit into about 2 cups of water until the water is an amber 
color. Measure 1 cup of this Fennel tea, 2 cups of sugar and 4 
Tablespoons of butter or margarine into a saucepan and boil to the 
softball stage (when a drop hangs together In cool water). Remove 
from heat and add 1 Tablespoon Fennel seeds (fresh or dried), 5 to 7 
ounces of Marshmallow Creme and 1/2 cup of chopped nuts (optional). 

Stir until marshmallow has melted and pour into a buttered pie plate. 
Cut before entirely cool!' 




CHARLOTTE CLARKE, a member of SCB-CNPS, has taught botany and biology 
at Golden West “College and Orange Coast College. Her interest in 
edible plants has developed into a full-time hobby. Her articles on 
edible weeds have appeared In Fremontia (Apr. *73), the journal of 
CNPS, and in the Los"Angeles Times.

FIELD TRIP TO PUNTA BANDA AND SOUTH 

Meet in the parking area of the first toll station on the toll road 
to Ensenada at 10:30, Thanksgiving Day. Itinerary and plant lists 
will be handed out at the toll station. We will be making several 
stops along the road between Tijuana and Ensenada. Total toll one 
way, $2.40 U.S. 

Camping Thursday night will be in the Los Arbolitos area, a grove of 
Eucalyptus trees on the ridge above (S. of) Villarino's Camp on the 
peninsula to Punta Bunda Directions to campsite: Continue south from 
Ensenada 10-1/2 miles to Maneadero. At the "Y", take the right hand 
branch marked Punta Banda. From this junction continue about 8.5 
miles (approx. 0.3 miles beyond Villarino's Camp in La Joya) to turnoff 
to "camp", a dirt road on your left. Take dirt road about 1.6 miles 
to tree grove. Friday, we will tour the peninsula to La Bufadora. 
Saturday, those wishing to return home may do so, others may wish to 
continue further south to observe the cirio trees. 

Bring: Food, water and camping equipment. Fresh water is not 
available, and firewood is not readily available. Trailers not 
recommended. 

Insurance: Automobile accidents are "illegal" in Mexico and anyone 
involved is considered guilty until proven innocent. Mexican liability 
insurance is required and in case of accident, helps keep people out 
of jail. Possibly your own agent can obtain this for you in advance, 
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or ask you auto club. It may be bought on either side of the border. 
With our itinerary it is best to get it at home. 

Tourists Permits: These are not necessary for Punta Banda, but anyone 
later going further south than Maneadero must have one. (This may 
be obtained gratis from the Mexican Consulate or Mexican Government 
Tourist Office. It can usually be obtained at the immigration station 
at Maneadero. Proof of citizenship, such as a birth certificate, 
is required; a driver's license will not do.) Mexican Consulates and 
Tourist Departments are located in Los Angeles, San Bernardino 
and San Diego. Permits also available from So. Cal. Auto Club to 
members.
